Introduction. — Under  the  blessing  of  Almighty 
God  the  School  for  the  Blind  has  been  carried  on 
successfully  for  the  past  year,  and  the  Board  of 
Managers  in  submitting  their  forty-first  annual 
report  desire  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  many 
blessings  which  have  been  vouchsafed  to  the  school", 
and  to  express  their  sense  of  deep  obligation  for  the 
public  and  private  support  which  has  enabled  them 
to  efficiently  maintain  the  institution. 

Superintendent’s  Report. — The  report  of  the 
Superintendent  outlines  most  fully  the  course  of 
training  given  in  this  school,  the  success  with  which 
the  work  has  been  attended  and  the  broad  lines  upon 
which  it  is  carried  on.  It  also  frilly  recognizes  the 
admirable  work  done  by  the  members  of  the  teaching 
staff  and  refers  to  the  diplomas  granted  during  the 
year.  The  report  likewise  brings  to  the  attention  of 
the  Board  and  of  the  public  in  general  the  efforts 
that  are  being  made  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 
blind  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland 
by  organizations  and  agencies  closely  identified  with 
but  independent  of  the  school  as  a purely  educational 
institution.  The  teaching  of  the  adult  blind  in  their 
own  homes,  the  free  circulation  of  embossed  books 
among  blind  persons  of  all  ages,  and  the  effort  to 
encourage  the  graduates  of  the  school  and  other  blind 
persons  lo  maintain  themselves,  are  undertakings 
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which  have  the  sympathetic  and  practical  support  of 
your  Board  and  which  well  merit  the  encouragement 
and  sustaining  help  of  all  public-spirited  men  and 
women. 


Status  of  the  School. — It  is  a great  source  of 
satisfaction  to  your  Board  to  know  that  this  school 
has  won  a high  standing  as  an  educational  institution, 
and  that  throughout  the  English  speaking  world  it 
bears  an  excellent  reputation  for  the  success  of  its 
graduates.  Notwithstanding  the  generosity  of  the 
public  and  the  liberality  of  the  respective  govern- 
ments of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Prince 
Edward  Island,  and  Newfoundland,  the  income  of  the 
school  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  pupils  in 
attendance  is  only  from  60  to  75  per  cent,  of  the 
income  of  similar  institutions  located  in  large  centres 
of  population.  It  is  therefore  gratifying  to  your 
Board  to  know  that  with  the  limited  income  at  our 
command  we  have  been  enabled  to  place  within  reach 
of  the  blind  youth  of  Eastern  Canada  and  Newfound- 
land an  education  equal  in  all  respects  to  the  advant- 
ages enjoyed  by  young  blind  persons  in  other  coun- 
tries. While  congratulating  ourselves  upon  the 
present  status  of  the  school  we  are  not  unmindful  of 
the  fact  that  with  an  increased  income  far  better 
results  could  be  secured.  As  an  illustration  of  the 
character  of  the  training  given  in  this  institution  we 
might  state  that  Mr.  G.  C.  Livingston,  of  Harcourt, 
N.  B.,  who  graduated  from  the  school  in  1906,  has 
since  taken  the  full  course  in  Dalhousie  College,  won 
his  B.  A.  degree,  spent  eighteen  months  as  a lay 
missionary  on  the  North  Shore  and  is  now  regularly 
entered  as  a divinity  student  in  Pine  Hill  Presby- 
terian College. 


Domestic  Department.— The  health,  comfort, 
and  well-being  of  the  resident  population  of  the 
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school  is  a matter  which  always  demands  the  atten- 
tion of  your  Board.  Few  persons  realize  the  con- 
stant care  and  thought  that  is  involved  in  the 
supervision  of  a household  of  175  persons.  The 
daily  preparation  and  serving  of  the  meals,  the  keep- 
ing of  the  buildings  sweet  and  clean,  the  care  and 
supervision  of  the  pupils’  wardrobes,  and  the  hundred 
and  one  calls  upon  the  time  of  the  respective  officials 
makes  up  a programme  that  would  be  formidable 
indeed  were  it  not  for  the  systematic  manner  in 
which  it  is  controlled.  Competent  and  economical 
officials  capable  of  carrying  on  institutional  work  are 
very  difficult  to  find,  but  we  have  been  fortunate  in 
this  respect.  Miss  O.  A.  Dodge,  who  for  the  past 
four  years  has  filled  the  position  of  housekeeper  in 
the  school,  severed  her  connection  with  the  institu- 
tion in  June  last  much  to  the  regret  of  the  staff  and 
pupils.  Her  position  has  been  temporarily  filled. 
Mrs.  Cahill,  matron  of  the  girls’  department,  has 
also  resigned  her  position.  Her  successor  has  not 
yet  been  appointed. 

Medical  Attendants.  -The  school  has  been 
fortunate  in  having  had  Dr.  A.  W.  H.  Lindsay  as 
attending  physician  since  the  year  1883.  During  all 
these  years  Dr.  Lindsay  has  attended  the  pupils 
without  remuneration  and  has  been  deeply  interested 
in  their  well-being.  Under  these  circumstances  Dr, 
Lindsay’s  resignation  of  his  position  was  received  by 
your  Board  with  very  sincere  regret.  The  following 
resolution  was  adopted  at  a meeting  of  the  Board  held 
on  September  14th 

“ Resolved,  that  this  Board  in  accepting  the  resig- 
nation of  Dr.  A.  W.  H.  Lindsay,  as  physician  of  the 
school,  desires  to  place  on  record  its  appreciation  of 
Dr.  Lindsay’s  long  and  valued  services  to  the  pupils 
of  this  institution,  and  at  the  same  time  to  express  its 
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gratitude  to  Dr.  Lindsay  for  his  kindness  in  having, 
without  remuneration,  served  the  school  for  the  past 
twenty-eight  years. 

Further  resolved,  that  the  secretary  be  instructed 
to  request  Dr.  Lindsay  to  continue  his  connection 
with  the  school  as  consulting  physician.” 

We  are  pleased  to  state  that  Dr.  Lindsay  has 
acceded  to  the  wish  of  the  Board  and  will  continue  his 
connection  with  the  school  as  consulting  physician. 
In  considering  the  appointment  of  a successor  to  Dr. 
Lindsay  your  Board  decided  to  divide  the  work  by 
appointing  a physician  for  each  department  of  the 
school.  The  following  appointments  have  been 
made  : —

Unnecessary  Blindness.  - It  will  be  a source  of 
satisfaction  to  all  right  thinking  persons  to  know  that 
the  first  important  step  towards  the  prevention  of 
blindness  has  been  taken  in  the  Province  of  Nova 
Scotia.  The  Legislature  of  the  Province  at  the 
urgent  solicitation  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  this 
school,  of  the  British  Medical  Society  of  Halifax,  and 
of  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty,  has 
enacted  a stringent  law  with  respect  to  the  reporting 
by  physicians  and  nurses  of  all  cases  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum.  In  a previous  report  the  Superintend- 
ent of  this  school  called  attention  to  the  unnecessary 
blindness  which  was  the  outcome  of  carelessness  or 
indifference  upon  the  part  of  those  who  had  charge 
of  young  infants.  His  statement  that  fully  twenty- 
i u i?er  jent"  those  who  lose  their  sight  in  early 
childhood  have  become  blind  as  a result' of  Ophthal- 
mia Neonatorum  awakened  a strong  public  interest 
in  the  prevention  of  blindness.  The  matter  was  ably 
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discussed  in  the  leading  newspapers  of  Halifax  and 
the  Province,  so  that  when  preventive  legislation  was 
sought  the  members  of  the  Legislature  were  fully 
conversant  with  all  phases  of  the  question.  Nova 
Scotia  now  has  upon  its  statutes  a law  which  if 
enforced  will  practically  ensure  sight  to  many  children 
yet  unborn  but  which  if  not  enforced  will  meau 
blindness  to  many  boys  aud  girls  who  have  yet  to 
draw  their  first  breath. 

We  need  in  this  matter  a campaign  of  education  so 
that  parents  aud  nurses,  and  physicians  as  well,  will 
see  to  it  that  the  eyes  of  all  new  born  infants  are  pro- 
perly cleansed  with  the  right  prophylactic.  If  proper 
preventive  measures  are  taken  with  all  new  born 
infants  irrespective  of  their  liability  to  disease  of  the 
eye  there  will  be  a marked  diminution  in  the  number 
of  boys  and  girls  without  sight.  The  cost  of  the 
prophylactic  for  each  individual  child  does  not 
exceed  two  cents,  and  it  may  be  used  with  absolute 
certainty  that  no  harmful  effects  will  result.  We 
respectfully  suggest  to  the  Governments  of  New 
Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island  that  legislation 
be  enacted  along  the  lines  of  the  preventive  law  of 
Nova  Scotia. 

Superintendent. — Your  Directors  have  great 
pleasure  in  again  referring  in  their  Annual  Report 
to  the  untiring  devotion  of  our  Superintendent. 
Every  year  your  Directors  are  more  and  more 
impressed  with  the  unfailing  energy  and  endeavor 
to  in  every  way  expend  the  money  confided  to  him 
in  raising  the  standard  of  the  school  and  improving 
its  methods  of  intellectual  aud  physical  training. 

Our  Superintendent  is  keenly  alive  to  the  necessity 
of  economy  and  his  ability  is  constantly  engaged  in 
the  most  minute  details  of  expenditure  involved  in 
the  carrying  on  of  the  institution. 
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No  words  of  praise  iron,  o»r  Directors  could  too 
strongly  emphasize  the  opinion  they  hold  of  Dr. 
Fraser’-  executive  ability.  Sufficient  to  say  that  as  the 
tree  is  known  by  its  fruits  our  institution  can  best  be 
judged  by  what  it  has  done  and  is  now  doing  for  the 
welfare  of  its  pupils.

Superintendent's  Report. 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  or 
the  School  for  the  Blind  : 

Gentlemen, — The  table  of  attendance  herewith 
submitted  shows  that  153  blind  persons  have  been 
under  instruction  during:  the  past  year,  of  whom  80 
were  males  and  73  females.  Of  these  18  graduated 
or  remained  at  home,  making  the  total  number  regis- 
tered December  1st,  1911,  135,  of  whom  70 'are 
males  and  65  females.  Of  these  88  are  from  the 
Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  28  from  New  Brunswick, 
4 from  Prince  Edward  Island,  14  from  Newfound- 
land, and  1 from  the  Bahamas.

The  School. — This  school  sets  before  its  pupils 
a high  standard  of  education.  It  seeks  through 
systematic  training  to  develop  its  students  so  that  they 
may  become  manly  men  and  womanly  women.  It 
leads  them  forth  through  the  broad  paths  of  moral, 
physical,  and  intellectual  growth,  and  stimulates  in 
them  a desire  to  reach  the  goal  of  success.  It  teaches 
them  to  regard  blindness  as  merely  incidental  in  their 
lives,  and  ever  holds  before  them  the  ideal  of  self- 
help  and  self-dependence.  The  pupils  are  indebted 
to  the  school  not  only  for  the  excellent  education 
they  receive,  but  also  for  the  spirit  of  optimism  with 
which  they  become  imbued.  Ever}’  graduate  bears 
the  impress  of  this  hopeful  spirit,  and  to  it  in  no 
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small  measure  may  be  attributed  the  success  which 
has  crowned  the  efforts  of  so  many  former  pupils. 

The  several  departments  of  the  school  are  well 
equipped  and  the  work  of  the  past  year  on  the  part  of 
both  teachers  and  pupils  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

The  Staff.  - The  present  school  year  opened 
auspiciously  with  a full  register  of  pupils  aud  a 
remarkably  strong  and  effective  teaching  staff.  The 
positions  vacated  by  Miss  Hall,  of  Lawrencetown, 
N.  S.,  Miss  McGill,  of  Shelburne,  N.  S.,  Miss  R. 
Stevens,  of  Halifax,  N.  S.,  slid  Miss  M.  Jean 
Murray,  of  Glassville,  N.  B.,  have  beeu  filled  by  Mr. 
L.  Duffy,  B.  A.,  of  Hillsboro.  N.  B.,  Miss  Grace  E. 
Lockward,  of  Clementsport,  N.  S.,  Miss  M.  D. 
Wallace,  of  Shubenacadie,  N.  S.,  aud  Miss  E.  Ellis, 
of  Digby,  N.  S.  Mr.  Paul  Duffy,  of  Moncton.  N.  B., 
a teacher  of  wide  experience,  has  been  employed  as 
vocal  instructor  in  the  musical  department  of  this 
school.  These  uew  teachers  have  entered  upon  their 
work  with  zeal  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  practical 
work  in  which  they  are  engaged  they  may  prove 
themselves  effective  teachers  of  the  blind. 

Course  of  Training. — The  pupils  of  this  school 
enjoy  excellent  educational  advantages.  The  school 
curriculum  includes  practically  all  the  subjects 
taught  in  the  public  schools  from  the  kindergarten 
to  the  twelfth,  or  upper  high-school  grade.  It  like- 
wise covers  a broad  and  comprehensive  training  in 
vocal  and  instrumental  music  for  such  pupils  as 
possess  the  requisite  talent  and  give  promise  of 
becoming  successful  teachers  of  music.  Special 
courses  in  pianoforte  tuning,  manual  training,  type- 
writing, and  domestic  science  are  within  reach  of  our 
older  pupils.  Physical  training  is  given  by  com- 
petent gymnastic  instructors. 
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The  foregoing  succinct  statement  of  the  educa' 
tional  advantages  enjoyed  by  the  youthful  blind  of 
the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland  might  be 
amplified  so  as  to  give  in  detail  the  daily  round  of 
classes  and  lessons  in  which  our  teachers  and  pupils 
are  engaged,  but  it  will  suffice  to  state  that  during 
each  week  the  ten  teachers  in  the  School  Department 
give  instruction  for  periods  of  forty-five  minutes  to 
162  classes ; that  during  the  same  time  the  live 
teachers  in  the  Musical  Department  with  their  assist- 
ants devote  253  periods  of  forty-five  minutes  to 
individual  or  class  instruction  in  vocal  and  instru- 
mental music,  and  that  during  each  week  the  seven 
teachers  in  the  technical  and  physical  training 
departments  give  instruction  to  classes  or  individuals 
for  150  periods. 


Health. — During  the  mouth  of  March  measles 
became  prevalent  in  the  school  and  for  several  weeks 
the  ordinary  routine  of  work  was  seriously  inter- 
rupted. Of  the  18  pupils  who  developed  measles  16 
speedily  recovered.  With  two  the  disease  was  fol- 
lowed by  serious  illness.  It  is  satisfactory,  however, 
to  report  that  both  pupils  have  since  regained  their 
health  and  strength. 


The  parents  of  the  pupils  will  learn  with  pleasure 
that  the  school  now  engages  a resident  trained  nurse 
to  supervise  the  health  of  the  boys  and  girls  and  to 
co-operate  with  the  matrons  of  the  several  depart- 
ments in  devising  and  carrying  out  all  such  measures 
as  will  tend  to  promote  the  health  of  the  household.

PLEASURES  OF  THE  BLIND. 

When  Rev.  C.  W.  Gordon,  (Ralph  Connor)  of 
Winnipeg,  visited  the  school  in  1910  he  offered  a 
prize  for  the  best  essay  on  “ The  Pleasures  of  the 
Blind  ’ ’ written  by  a pupil  over  15  years  of  age  ; 
also  a prize  for  the  best  essay  on  ‘ ‘ How  can  I best 
serve  the  Dominion  ” by  a pupil  under  15  years  of 
age.  These  prizes  were  awarded  by  Rev.  Dr.  Gordon 
as  follows : —

A perusal  of  the  essays  on  “ The  Pleasures  of  the 
Blind  ” would  indicate  that  the  writers  had  never 
conceived  that  their  pleasures  were  in  any  way 
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different  from  those  of  other  people.  Restrictions 
owing  to  the  lack  of  sight,  were  reluctantly  admitted 
m such  pastimes  as  hunting,  bicycling  and  yachting. 
There  seemed  to  be  a concensus  of  opinion  with  the 
essayists  that  listening  to  the  reading  of  good  litera- 
ture, or  reading  for  oneself  from  embossed  books  is 
the  greatest  pleasure  within  reach  of  those  who  are 
blind.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  opinion  is 
correct  and  that  as  far  as  the  blind  are  concerned  all 
pleasures  are  secondary  to  reading. 

Library. — A circulating  library  of  embossed  books 
in  connection  with  this  school  was  established  in 
1881.  Beginning  in  a small  way  with  a very  few 
volumes  the  library  has  been  slowly  bat  steadily 
enlarged  so  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  upon 
the  shelves  or  in  circulation  1121  volumes,  no  count 
being  made  of  duplicate  copies.  The  funds  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  the  library  has 
been  subscribed  by  public-spirited  men  and  women 
who  have  realized  with  what  delight  the  books  have 
been  perused  by  the  graduates  of  the  school  and  by 
the  adults  who  have  been  taught  to  read  in  their 
own  homes. 

Since  1898  these  books  have,  by  the  order  of  the 
Postmaster-General  of  Canada,  been  transmitted 
through  the  mails  free  of  charge.  During  the  past 
year  2000  volumes  have  been  sent  out  from  the 
library  to  all  parts  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and 
Newfoundland.  It  is  impossible  to  make  any  cor- 
rect estimate  of  the  pleasure  and  profit  derived  by 
those  who  are  blind  from  the  reading  of  the  books  in 
this  library,  but  it  may  safely  be  affirmed  that  the 
comfort  and  enjoyment  der.ved  frcm  the  circulation 
end  reading  of  the  bocks  Pom  this  library  is  large 
indeed  even  when  compared  with  the  u lial  csst  of 
such  books. 
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Home  Teaching.- In  1893  the  formation  of  the 
Home  Teaching  Society  in  connection  with  this 
school  was  the  outcome  of  the  interest  taken  m the 
welfare  of  the  blind  by  those  who  realised  that  an 
effort  should  be  made  to  relieve  the  monotony  of  the 
lives  of  those  who  were  deprived  of  sight  after  leach- 
ing manhood  and  womanhood.  I he  youthful  blind 
v ere  well  cared  for  at  the  central  school  m Halifax, 
N S where  exceptional  educational  advantages 
«ere  given  them,  but  until  1893  no  special  provision 
had  been  made  for  the  adult  blind.  In  that  year  by 
the  united  efforts  of  a number  of  ladies  and  gentle- 
men throughout  the  provinces  a fund  was  raised  for 
the  purpose  of  sending  a competent  teacher  to  instruct 
adult  blind  persons  in  their  homes,  and  also  to  in- 
struct the  parents  of  young  blind  children  in  order  to 
give  them  practical  ideas  with  regard  to  the  bringing 
up  of  their  little  ones. 


The  work  of  alleviating  the  condition  of  those  to 
whose  lot  blindness  has  fallen  in  adult  life  is  broad 
and  humanitarian  in  its  scope  and  must  appeal  to  the 
sympathy  aud  judgment  of  all.  The  loss  of  sight  to 
one  who  has  arrived  at  mature  years  is  indeed  a dread 
calamity  and  there  is  little  cause  to  wonder  at  the 
evident  despondency  of  many  who  are  thus  afflicted. 
Their  friends  witness  their  suffering  without  being 
able  to  offer  either  comfort  or  encouragement. 
Fathers,  with  wives  and  children  depending  upon 
them  for  support,  and  mothers,  with  infants  and 
growing  families  requiring  their  care,  naturally 
regard  the  loss  of  sight  as  the  greatest  calamity  that 
could  have  befallen  them,  and  yet  with  intelligent 
direction,  most  of  these  men  and  women  will  willingly 
t dee  up  the  burden  of  life  anew,  and  many  of  them 
will  succeed  in  discharging  their  daily  duties  to  the 
satisfaction  of  those  dependent  upon  them  aud  to 
their  owii  great  comfort. 
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T e ™?Lk  f th,  H°me  Teach,ng  vSociety  lias  for 
the  past  17  years  been  quietly  carried  on  as' far  as  its 
limited  income  would  allow.  Many  nvddle-age  1 and 
elderly  blind  people  have  been  taught  to  read  by  the 
sense  of  touch  and  have  been  supplied  with  books 
from  the  circulating  library  of  the  school.  Many  of 
those  who  have  thus  been  taught  by  our  Home 
Teachers  have  been  encouraged  to  resume  the  active 
duties  of  life  and  have  succeeded  far  beyond  their  own 
expectations.  One  of  the  first  persons  who  was 
taught  to  read  was  Mr.  Andrew  Breed,  of  St. 
Andrew’s,  N.  B.  Mr.  Breed  was  55  years  of  age  at 
the  time  he  lost  nis  stght.  When  our  Home  Teacher 
first  visited  him  he  was  much  depressed  and  took  a 
hopeless  view  of  life.  After  learning  to  read  and 
write  in  the  braille  point  system  his  spirit  revived 
and  he  determined  to  do  what  he  could  to  improve 
the  condition  of  the  blind  in  his  native  country. 
His  work  in  the  soldiers’  homes  of  the  United  States 
in  which  there  were  many  blind  inmates,  and  his 
efforts  on  behalf  of  the  adult  blind  of  Massachusetts 
have  won  for  him  Continental  reputation. 


Many  letters  of  appreciation  of  the  home  teach- 
ing work  have  been  received  from  sightless  men 
and  women  in  all  parts  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
expressing  heartfelt  gratitude  for  the  work  of  the 
society  and  for  the  privilege  of  reading  for  themselves 
the  many  religious,  biographical,  historical  and  mis- 
cellaneous books  contained  in  the  circulating  library 
of  the  school. 


Loan  Fund. — In  previous  reports  reference  has 
been  made  to  the  difficulties  that  have  to  be  met  by 
graduates  of  the  school.  It  is  true  that  the  majority 
of  our  graduates  find  little  or  no  difficulty  in  securing 
employment  as  music  teachers,  pianoforte  tuners,  etc., 
but  there  are  those  among  the  blind  just  as  there 
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are  those  with  sight  who  require  aid  and  advice  m 
seeking  to  maintain  themselves.  Many  years  ago  I 
realized  that  timely  help  in  the  purchase  of  tools,  or 
small  loans  of  money  to  aid  in  making  a start  in  life 
would  be  invaluable  to  the  graduates  of  the  school. 
The  Superintendent’s  Fund  for  aiding  deserving 
graduates  was  established  in  1883.  The  following 
extract  from  the  annual  report  of  that  year  is  pertinent 
to  conditions  : — 

“ We  are  now  in  a position  to  extend  aid  to  such 
of  our  graduates  as  may  require  help  and  who  are 
deserving  of  assistance.  This*  fact  should  be  borne 
in  mind  by  the  benevolent  public  who  are  sometimes 
appealed  to  by  persons  representing  themselves  as 
graduates  of  this  institution  who  solicit  contributions 
for  the  purchase  of  tools  and  materials  to  start  them 
in  life,  and  who  rely  upon  the  inexhaustible  fund  of 
human  sympathy  to  thus  eke  out  a livelihood.  Indis- 
criminate aid  to  undeserving  persons  of  this  character 
is  injurious  to  the  industrial  blind,  creating  as  it  does 
a false  impression  of  a worthy  class,  while  the  reci- 
pients are  encouraged  to  continue  a practice  at  once 
pernicious  in  its  influences  and  demoralizing  in  its 
effects.  In  the  interests  of  the  industrial  blind  I 
would  respectfully  ask  our  many  friends  to  remember 
that  we  are  now  in  a position  to  help  all  of  our 
graduates  requiring  help  and  therefore  no  deserving 
individual  among  them  need  apply  for  private  aid.” 

The  Loan  Fund  has  been  carefully  administered 
for  the  past  twenty-eight  years  and  has  been  the 
means  of  giving  timely  help  to  many  a deserving 
graduate.  The  Maritime  Association  for  the  Blind 
has  been  organized  for  the  purpose  of  forwarding  the 
interests  cf  the  graduates  of  the  school  as  well  as 
those  of  all  adult  blind  persons.  The  objects  for 
which  the  Loan  Fund  was  established  and  the  objects 
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for  which  the  Maritime  Association  for  the  Blind  has 
be  e 1 organized  are  so  closely  identical  that  it  would 
seem  to  me  that  the  Loan  Fund  and  the  Fund  of  the 
Association  should  be  merged  and  administered  as 
one  fund.  With  the  consent  of  your  Board  I would 
suggest  that  the  Loan  Fund  of  the  school  heretofore 
administered  by  me  should  be  handed  over  to  the 
Maritime  Association  for  the  Blind  as  soon  as  that 
Association  has  secured  an  endowment  of  $5000.00. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  accept  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  warm  interest  you  have  taken  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  blind,  and  in  the 
kindly  support  and  encouragement  you  have  ever 
extended  to  me.

The  parts  represented  by  the  different 
girls  were  admirably  rendered  and  the  performance 
was  one  of  the  best  that  has  been  seen  in  the  school 
for  many  a long  year.  ’ ’

bead  work  at  the  Autumn  Fair  in  Shelburne  County.  ’ ’ 

“ Mr.  William  Morrish,  of  St.  John,  West,  with 
considerable  enterprise  took  a booth  at  the  Dominion 
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Exhibition  m St.  John  and  made  an  admirable  display 
of  the  household  articles  for  which  he  holds  the  agen- 
cies. As  a result  Mr.  Morrish  has  since  done  a rattling 
business  in  St.  John  and  anticipates  that  the  business 
of  1912  will  bring  him  in  greater  profits  than  ever 
before.” 

“ The  Gymnastic  Exhibitions  given  by  the  pupils 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  W.  G.  McKinnon  took 
place  in  the  school  on  the  evenings  of  April  6th  and 
7th.  Large  audiences  were  in  attendance  and  the 
performances  were  distinctly  better  than  in  any 
previous  year  and  were  greatly  appreciated  by  those 
who  witnessed  them.

The  Gymnastic  Exhibition  has  come 
to  be  an  annual  affair  and  never  fails  to  attract  a 
very  large  audience.”

GYMNASTIC  EXHIBITION  AT  THE  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND 


Annual  Gymnastic  Exhibition  Attended  by  Many — Blindness  no  Handicap 


The  Annual  Gymnasium  Exhibition  of  the  pupils 
of  the  School  for  the  Blind,  held  in  the  Assembly 
Hall  of  the  institution  Thursday  night  and  repeated 
last  night,  was  in  every  respect  the  best  ever  given 
by  these  pupils.  In  fact  many  of  the  large  audience 
present  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  was  the  best 
exhibition  of  its  kind  ever  given  in  the  city. 

Before  the  programme  commenced  Dr.  C.  F. 
Fraser,  Superintendent  of  the  School,  made  a few 
remarks  explaining  the  real  object  of  these  exhibi- 
tions. He  said  it  was  not  simply  to  please  the 
people  with  an  artistic  display,  but  to  demonstrate  to 
them  that  although  blindness  was  a handicap,  it  was 
not  the  insurmountable  handicap  that  many  supposed 
it  to  be.  The  audience  could  see  for  themselves  that 
there  is  very  little  that  a blind  man  cannot  be  trained 
to  do.  He  paid  a tribute  to  the  painstaking  care 
and  enthusiastic  interest  of  the  instructor,  Mr.  W.  G. 
MacKinnon,  and  said  he  would  leave  it  to  the  people 
to  say,  after  seeing  the  work  of  the  evening,  whether 
or  not  he  was  a master. 
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The  programme  was  full  and  varied  ; to  make  very 
special  mention  of  any  single  number  would  be  diffi- 
cult, all  was  so  excellently  carried  out.  Following 
is  a list  of  the  numbers  : — 

1.  Dumb  Bell  Drill  (Intermediate  Boys) ; 
2.  Dance  of  the  Spring  (Juniors)  ; 3.  Sailor’s  Horn- 
p:pe  (Senior  Girls).  This  number  was  repeated 
from  last  year’s  programme  by  special  request. 
4.  Tumbling  (six  Junior  Boys)  ; 5.  Swedish  Folk 
Dance  (Intermediate  Girls’  Class) ; G.  Apparatus 
Work  ( Senior  Boys’  Class)  ; 7.  Scarf  Drill  (Senior 
Girls)  ; 8.  Diving  Contest  (Senior  Boys)  ; 9.  Pyra- 
mids (Boys)  ; 10.  Tableau  and  God  Save  the  King. 

Some  of  the  feats  were  really  marvelous.  The 
diving  contest,  where  a boy  will  make  a leap  through 
the  air  from  the  floor  and  go  over  the  backs  of  eight 
b oys  kneeling  down,  alighting  on  a mat  and  rolling 
up  to  his  feet,  is  something  that  one  can  hardly 
believe  until  they  see  it  done. 

Perhaps  the  event  that  pleased  the  most  was  the 
tumbling  by  six  junior  boys.  Two  of  these  are  ten 
years  old,  two  eleven,  one  twelve  and  one  thirteen. 
Their  work  was  done  with  wonderful  precision  and 
correctness  and  brought  forth  round  after  round  of 
applause. 

From  an  artistic  point  of  view  the  Scarf  Drill  was 
the  best  number  on  the  programme.  Sixteen  girls, 
dressed  in  Grecian  costumes  and  carrying  scarfs  of 
pink  and  blue,  danced  onto  the  stage  and  went  through 
a series  of  drills  and  dances  that  for  grace  and  ease 
could  not  be  excelled. 

Halifax  may  well  pride  itself  on  having  one  of  the 
best  equipped  Schools  for  the  Blind  on  the  continent. 
The  Superintendent  is  justly  proud  of  his  pupils,  and 
certainly  the  performance  last  evening  reflects  great 
credit  upon  the  school,  the  pupils  and  the  instructor.

Chapter  64,  Revised  Statutes,  1900. 


X.  ( 1 )_The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person 
between  the  age  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has, 
under  the  provisions  of  “ Chapter  50  ” a settlement  in  any 
municipality,  city  or  town,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  such 
municipality,  or  to  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town,  for  an 
order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind,  which  order  the  said  warden  or  mayor 
shall  at  onee  grant  under  his  hand  and  the  corporate  seal  of 
the  municipality,  city  or  town,  on  being  satisfied  that  such 
blind  person  is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed,  and  has 
a legal  settlement  in  such  municipality,  city  or  town. — 
1895,  C.  1,  8.  114,  part. 

(2 ) — Such  order  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named 
therein  to  be  received  into  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind, 
and  subject  to  conditions  in  this  Chapter  prescribed,  to  be 
educated  and  boarded  therein  during  the  school  term. — 
1895,  C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 

2.  (1) — Pupils  entering  the  school  between  the  ages  of 

six  and  ten  years  shall  bo  entitled  to  remain  seven  years  in 
addition  to  the  time  in  attendance  under  ten  years  of  age  ; 
those  entering  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  thirteen  years 
shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years  ; those  entering  be- 
tween the  ages  of  thirteen  and  seventeen  shall  be  entitled  to 
remain  fivo  years  ; those  entering  between  the  ages  of  seven- 
teen and  twenty-one  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  three 
years.

3.  For  every  blind  person  received  in  the  Halifax  School

inhabitants  of  said  city  or  town  in  case  such  city  or  town 
does  not  contribute  to  or  draw  from  the  municipal  school 
fund,  and  in  such  case  such  sum  shall  be  paid  to  the  managers 
for  each  such  blind  person  sent  to  the  school,  and  there  shall 
be  paid  to  the  managers  from  the  provincial  treasury  for 
each  such  blind  person  for  which  such  city  or  town  con- 
tributes such  allowance  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  in 
Chap.

satisfied  that  such  person  is  chargeable  to  the  province,  may 
pay,  or  agree  to  pay  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School 
the  same  sum  as  is  paid  from  the  provincial  treasury  in  the 
case  of  a person  admitted  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of 
this  Chapter. — 1895,  C.  1,  S.  J14,  part. 

9.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has  not  a settle- 
ment within  this  province,  may,  nevertheless,  apply  to  the 
warden  of  any  municipality,  or  to  the  mayor  of  any  city  or 
town  for  an  order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind;  and  if  such  warden  or  mayor 
is  satisfied  that  such  parent  or  guardian  has  bona  fide  settled 
in  such  municipality,  city  or  town  with  the  intention  of 
remaining,  the  warden  or  mayor  may  grant  such  order,  which 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  an  order  made  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  in  respect  to  a person  who 
has  a settlement  within  this  province. — 1895,  C.  1,  S.  114, 
part. 

10.  The  Provincial  Secretary  has  to  be  ex-officio  a mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the

may  apply  to  the  warden  of  the  municipality,  or  the  mayor

2.  The  Lieutenant-Governor -in-Council,  upon  being  satis- 
fied that  an  applicant  has  a settlement  within  the  Province

9.  In  the  case  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town  within 
the  province  in  which  any  blind  person,  as  is  designated  in 
section  1 of  this  Chapter,  has  a legal  settlement,  and  which 
city  or  town  does  not  contribute  to  or  draw  from  the  county 
schocl  fund,  there  shall  be  paid  by  such  city  or  town,  to  the 
board  of  managers  of  the  said  school,  an  allowance  of  one 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  such  sum  shall  form  part  of 
the  general  assessment  of  such  city  or  town  for  each  blind 
person  sent  to  said  school,  and  each  such  blind  person  sent  to

parent  or  guardian  have  or  had  bona  fide  settled  in  the  mun-
